Col- Hugh H, Waggoner said. 
The Missouri state law defines a motor vehicle as any 
self-propelled vehicle not operated exclusively upon tra c k s, 
except farm tractors. 
The letters of inquiry indicate that some people think of a 
motor vehicle as simply an automobile, motorcycle or truck,” 
he said.” The law applies to motor scooters, bicycles, equip­ 
ped xvith motors that make them self-propelled or motor driv 
en miniature cars of the soap box variety, if they are driven 
at the time on public thoroughfares.” 
Children, under the age of 16, are not permitted by 
law to drive in the state of Missouri or to be issued an op­ 
erator license. An individual, who permits children to drive 
motor vehicles including scooters, motorized bicycles or oili­ 
er self-propelled vehicles is not only contributing to t1 ie 
child’s disregard and disrespect for the law, but is in direct 
violation of those laws and subject to arrest, the Superinten­ 
dent added. 
“We urge parents and others concerned for the safety 
and betterment of children and for the safety of their fellow 
citizens to in no way contribute to unauthorized vehicles or 
drivers operating on any street or public road in this state,” 
he said. 
The Patrol Superintendent said that one of the basic rules 
of traffic safety and one of the most important, is a proper­ 
ly licensed driver, who has a thorough knowledge of traffic 
laws and obeys them at tie wheel of a properly licensed and 
mechanically safe vehicle. 


The standards of sexual ethics that prevail in so-called 
Christian countries are far too rigid to be workable. They 
seek to apply the same tests to all conduct below the belt, 
regardless of the personality of the individual and the cir­ 
cumstances of his or her life. To be sure, practical necessity 
forces a relaxation of this pendantry, but nevertheless it ex­ 
ists.

A movie girl in 
Hollywood, making a large income and living otherwise like 
a medieval princess, certainly can’t be asked to stick ot the 
puritanical standards of conduct enforceable against a poor 
old maid in a country town* Even though her business keeps 
her under constant espionage, she is granted perforce 
a 
great measure of liberty. It is a sound human instinct which 
allows the rich a wider latitude than the poor. The damage 
to the rich is always less when they step aside from the 
standard. It is obviously no considerable calamity to a rich 
girl to lose her virtue, whereas it may be disaster of the first 
magnitude to a poor girl.—H. L. Mencken.

It says: “Latest figures available 
from the United Nations reveal that living costs in Argen­ 
tina have risen 326 per cent since HMH. Austrians are paying 
116 per cent more for household costs, and the Australian 
has to put 96 per cent more in his household envelopes. Liv­ 
ing costs are up 72 per cent in France, 71 per cent in Japan, 
47 percent in Norway and 45 percent in Great Britain. And, 
sputnik or no sputnik, meagre figures available indicate that 
families behind the Iron Curtain are faring worst of all.”

speeding, alone. 
There have been many cases of 
m urder, rape, robbery, arson, as­ 
sault by “ children” under 17

and their names have not been a- 
va liable to Missouri mothers and 
fathers. “ Available” in the sense 
of being verified and in the news­ 
paper. 
As long as Missouri has this law. 
Missouri parents cannot know the 
crime record of their children's 
friends.

Let s Not Handcuff the Patrol 


Why limit and handcuff the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol? 
Many Missourians are unaware 
that their only state-wide police 
force, the highway patrol, is lim­ 
ited by statute to carry out certain 
functions which only a state-wide 
police organization can effective­ 
ly perform. 
Under the present Missouri stat­ 
ute, the highway patrol has limited 
search and seizure rights. Under 
the law passed in the last regular 
session of the General Assembly, 
the limited bill permits the high­ 
way patrol to seize evidence which 
they believe to be of a criminal 
nature from automobiles on state 
and federal highways. 
The 
bill 
does not go far enough, however. 
Opposition to the highway patrol 
led to the omlasion of search and 
seizure rights from buildings and 
public premises where illegal ac­ 
tivities can be conducted. An ex­ 
ample is a gambling operation, 
The present law does net permit 
the patrol to seize evidence in a 
gambling 
operation, 
unless, by 
chance, it were being conducted in 
an automobile on a main highway. 
This, of course, works a hardship 
on the effectiveness of the patrol 
and hinders the extent of its op­ 
erations. 
In an interview yesterday with 
The 
Daily 
Democrat, 
Governor 
Jam es T. Blair cited the present 
restrictions on the patrol, and stat 
ed that they were actually hinder­ 
ing the sta t police from making 
an effective drive gaginst any or­ 
ganized gambling in the state. 
The Governor wants the patrol 
to enjoy the same rights and priv­ 
ileges as do the sheriffs in Mis­ 
souri’s 114 counties. And he is cor­ 
rect in working for%such an enact­ 
ment. 
* 
The patrol 
has 
been severely 
criticised by those who are jealous 
of its record of effective crime pre­ 
vention. A small number of coun­ 
ty sheriffs has been quite vocal in 
efforts to invalidate the work and 
effectiveness of the patrol. To date 
this small number of sheriffs has 
been effective. 
But 
thoughtful 
Missourians 
would certainly not vote to ham­ 
per Missouri’s only state-wide pol­ 
ice system. The patrol, by the na­ 
ture of its size and scope, can han­ 
dle tom e eases which sheriffs, 
limited by county boundaries, can­ 
not. An 
effective crack-down on 
gambling within a two-county or 
three-county area is just one ex­ 
ample. 
Should there be an instance in 
which the patrol overstepped its 
rights, then the courts could be 
counted upon to protect individual 
liberties. Our courts ahve a splen­ 
did record in this field. 
The new law should also permit 
the patrol to search and seize on 
side roads, as well as state and 
federal highways. As the Governor 
pointed out yesterday, there are­ 
n't many gambling operations be­ 
ing maintained these days on main 
highways. 
Thoughtful Missourians, we 
be­ 
lieve. will agree 
with 
Governor 
Blair in his insistence on making 
the highway patrol 
the effective 
police organisation it should bt.
